There are two ax ioms abou t statistics. One is that like 
pictu res, they don’t lie. The other is that their accu racy , 
like beau ty , is in the ey e of the beholder. 
Figu res on farm economics compiled by the U.S. 
Bu reau of Reclamation hav e been criticized recently by the 
Sav e the Niobrara Riv er Association (SNRA). The figu res 
su ggest av erage crop y ields and farm costs for the 77,000 
acres the irrigation project will serv e. 
Wes Sandall of Bassett, head of SNRA, say s the 
tigu res, contained in the Farm Analy sis Stu dy , create “a 
land of make-believ e.” 
Bu reau economists Sam Kennedy and Howard An­ 
drews say the figu res are reasonable and based on sou nd 
projections. 
I’he Norden Dam project, also known as the O’Neill 
Irrigation Unit, is a $180 million bu reau enterprise planned 
for the Springv iew-0’Neill area. A 180-foot dam at Norden 
wou ld create a 19 -mile reserv oir on the Niobrara Riv er to 
irrigate 77,000 acres, mostly in Holt Cou nty . 
A federal ju dge has stopped work on the dam u ntil the 
bu reau rev ises certain data in the project’s env ironmental 
impact statement. 
Congress has appropriated $6 .6 million for the project 
for fiscal y ear 19 78, which began Oct. 1. That appropriation 
was approv ed after a report from the bu reau that the 
project was economically feasible. In order to prov e the 
project’s feasibility , the bu reau prepared the Farm Stu dy 
Analy sis. 
i’he stu dy predicts an av erage y ield for irrigated corn 
— the crop that stands to receiv e the greatest benefit from 
the project — at 191 bu shels per acre by the y ear 2010, The 
cu rrent av erage for Holt Cou nty is 125 bu shels per acre. 
Projecting crop y ields for a generation ahead is tricky 
bu siness, agricu ltu re ex perts say . 
‘‘You ’re really way ou t on a limb on this thing,” Dr. 
Don Hanway , Univ ersity of Nebraska-Lincoln agronomist, 
.said. ‘‘You ’re projecting against a whole bu nch of u n­ 
knowns" inclu ding the weather, the av ailability of fer­ 
tilizer and the demand for food. 
Kennedy said the bu reau u sed a U.S. Department of 
Agricu ltu re stu dy for the Elkhorn Riv er basin as a basis for 
the projections, then rev ised those figu res u pwards for the 
smaller area in which the project wou ld be located. 
“ I don't know if y ou can say it’s safe (making projec­ 
tions» . 1 believ e it’s reasonable,” Kennedy said. 


Costs differ from prices 
The bu reau stu dy also contains an av erage farm bu dget 
with costs that differ considerably from today ’s prices. 
Among prices listed are a 7 0-horsepower tractor for abou t 
$10,000, a 14-foot combine for $11,000, and a center piv ot 
irrigation sy stem for $18,000. The price of seed corn listed 
in the stu dy is $5.03 per acre and fertilizer costs are placed 
at $21 per acre. 
Sandall said it the bu reau knows somewhere that a 
farmer can get equ ipment and su pplies tor those prices, 
• I d like to find it.” 
A check by The Star with local farm equ ipment dealers 
showed a tractor like the one described by the bu reau 
wou ld cost a minimu m of $14,000; a combine wou ld cost 
$36 ,000. A center piv ot irrigation sy stem av erages arou nd 
$25,000, althou gh bu reau economist Andrews noted he saw 
one on sale last week for $17,000 ■— less than the stu dy 
listed, 
A UNL stu dy pu blished last fall placed the cost of seed 
corn at $13 53 an acre and the cost of fertilizer at $47.25. 
Kennedy said, howev er, figu res in the farm analy sis 
are not meant to reflect today 's prices. Rather, they are 
“normalized prices” determined by the USDA. 
I'o obtain a normalized price, the USDA’s Economic 
Research Serv ice prepares what it calls a weighted 
av erage. It takes an object’s price tor the last fiv e y ears, 
pu tting more emphasis on more recent y ears and less 
emphasis on earlier prices. This process helps to accou nt 
lor economic flu ctu ations. 
“ Normalized prices are su pposed to smoooth ou t the 
peaks and v alley s,” Kennedy said. 
Bu t the prices in the farm stu dy are not normalized tor 
the last liv e y ears, t he figu res come from the liv e y ears 
before 19 74, when prices were mu ch lower. 
1 he time inv olv ed in compiling the stu dy is one reason 
lor the dated figu res. I’he stu dy originally was prepared in 
1974 tor a 1976 bu dget hearing. The same stu dy was u sed to 
ju stify the project at 1977 and 1978 bu dget hearings. 
I'he figu res were not changed from year to y ear 
becau se the bu reau believ ed the relationships were still 
v alid 
“ The way prices hav e been changing, we thou ght we d 
hav e been on mu ch more stable footing to stay with the nor­ 
malized prices.” Andrews said. 
Last y ear the bu reau receiv ed almost $1.5 million tor 
the project, bu t halt was not spent becau se ot the cou rt in­ 
ju nction. t his y ear, Congress appropriated another $6 .6 
million for the project. 


Congress did not see study 
Bu t regional bu reau director Earl Brodman said 
Congress did not actu ally see the stu dy . Instead, the 
Nebraska bu reau office in Grand Island compiled the date 
and sent it to the Denv er regional headqu arters which then 
reported to the national bu reau office in Washington, D C. 
t he national commissioner of the Bu reau ot Reclama­ 
tion then testified at Congressional bu dget hearings on all 
bu reau water projects. If legislators had qu estions abou t 
the Norden project, the director either answered them 
from his knowledge ot the stu dy or an answer from 
Nebraska wou ld go to Washington throu gh channels 
••The biggest share ot the people that look at this stu dy 
don't u nderstand how it’s u sed,” Brodman said. 
Asked if the av erage congressman wou ld u nderstand 
the stu dy it he were to look at it, Brodman replied, “ 1 
wou ld like to think we had people in Washington that hav e a 
pretty good u nderstanding of these m atters.” 
The bu reau ’s stu dy has one 1974 normalized price that 
is closer to cu rrent prices than later figu res wou ld hav e 
tx >en — the selling price of corn. The farm bu dget allows 
|1 40 per bu shel tor corn, which is close to today ’s price of 
$1.6 0. 
Bu t a UNL stu dy shows that for the area in the project 
corn costs an estimated $2.11 to produ ce. Any thing less 
than that, a farm er is losing money by growing the crop. 
••This is a v ery v u lnerable place to pick at the stu dy ,” 
Brodman said. When corn prices were abov e the stu dy ’s 
listed price, like the other items, no one complained abou t 
the figu res, he added. 


Dea th a s deterrent disputed 


Washington (AP) - The death penalty rare­ 
ly if ev er deters mu rder, according to a new 
statistical stu dy . 
The report in the Univ ersity of Minnesota 
Law Rev iew dispu tes the widespread belief 
that some potential criminals will change their 
minds abou t committing mu rder becau se they 
tear ex ecu tion. 
Washington researcher Brian Forst con­ 
clu ded in the latest statistical analy sis of the 
issu e that “capital pu nishment does not, on 
balance, deter homicides,” 
Howev er, the report said there was some 
ev idence that a high mu rder conv iction rate 
and prison sentences for mu rders hav e a 
deterrent effect. 


Forst, a senior research analy st at the 
Institu te for Law and Social Research, stu died 
mu rder statistics for 32 states between 196 0 
and 19 70, a decade when the mu rder rate was 
rising nationally and the nu mber of ex ecu tions 
was declining. His stu dy was pu blished last 
su mmer. 
Between 19 6 7 and last Janu ary , there were 
no ex ecu tions in the United States becau se of 
cou rt challenges to the constitu tionality of 
capital pu nishment. 
Bu t after the Su preme Cou rt ru led in 1976 


that the death penalty for mu rder is con­ 
stitu tional u nder certain circu mstances, many 
states passed new death penalty laws. Utah 
became the first state in the new era to carry 
ou t an ex ecu tion when Gary Mark Gilmore was 
shot by a firing squ ad Jan. 17. 
Forst wrote that if capital pu nishment deters 
mu rder, the mu rder rate shou ld hav e in­ 
creased the most in states where the risk of 
ex ecu tion went down the most. 
Instead, Forst said in an interv iew, “The 
states that ended the death penalty had smaller 
increases in the homicide rates. The homicide 
rate went u p more in states which did not hav e 
the death penalty in 1%0.” 
As he described the findings in the report, 
“ It is apparent that those states in which the 
actu al u se of capital pu nishment ceased du ring 
the 19 6 0s ex perienced no greater increase in 
the mu rder rate than did the states that did not 
u se capital pu nishment in the first place. 
“ Under the theory that capital pu nishment 
deters mu rder, one wou ld hav e predicted the 
opposite.” 
In its opinion affirming the constitu tionality 
of capital pu nishment, the Su preme Cou rt 
specu lated that for many mu rderers, “ the 
death penalty u ndou btedly is a significant 
deterrent.” 


Pollsters hav e fou nd a widespread pu blic 
belief in the deterrent v alu e of capital pu nish­ 
ment, Forst noted. 
He measu red what happened to mu rder rates 
in states that abolished the death penalty 
before 19 6 0, those that still had a death penalty 
law bu t carried ou t few if any ex ecu tions and 
those that u sed the law more frequ ently u ntil 
cou rt decisions forced an end to capital pu nish­ 
ment. 
Thou gh he fou nd no connection between 
capital pu nishment and the mu rder rate, Forst 
did find a link between the mu rder rate and 
conv ictions and prison terms. 
“This finding of a deterrent effect of im­ 
prisonments of persons conv icted of mu rder is 
more real than spu riou s,” Forst wrote. The 
largest mu rder rate increases tended to occu r 
in states with a poor record of captu ring and 
conv icting killers, he said. 
Legal scholar Hans Zeisel called Forst’s 
analy sis “ the final blow” to the theory that 
capital pu nishment deters mu rder. 
Zeisel, professor emeritu s of law at the 
Univ ersity of Chicago and a senior consu ltant 
to the American Bar Fou ndation, wrote in a re­ 
cent article that “ Forst’s analy sis is su perior” 
to other statistical stu dies which conclu ded 
that capital pu nishment deters mu rder. 


Tracing the history of those stu dies, Zeisel 
wrote; “This then is the proper su mmary of 
the ev idence on the deterrent effect of the 
death penalty : If there is one, it can only be 
minu te, since not one of the many research ap­ 
proaches ~ from the simplest to the most 
sophisticated — was able to find it. The proper 
qu estion, therefore, is whether an effect that is 
at best so small that nobody has been able to 
detect it ju stifies the awesome moral costs of 
the deathy penalty .” 
He noted, howev er, that the resu mption of 
ex ecu tions in some states will prov ide 
“another opportu nity to see whether the 
capital crime rate in these states will decline 
compared to the states that still hav e no 
ex ecu tions.” 


So far. there’s little ev idence on which to 
base a ju dgment. There has been only one 
ex ecu tion — Gilmore — and few statistics 
av ailable abou t Utah’s crime rate in the nine 
months since. 
FBI statistics show that Salt Lake City had 
fiv e mu rders in the first six months of 1977 , 
compared with six for the same period in 1976 . 
No statistics were av ailable for the enUre 
state, nor were there figu res on other factors 
that may hav e influ enced the crime rate. 
Carter pays 
hohor to HHH 
Washington (AP) — Hu bert H. Hu mphrey retu rned to the 
capital for the first time Su nday since doctors declared his 
cancer inoperable, getting a tax i ride aboard Air Force One 
with Jimmy Carter, He said, characteristically , he is ready 
“ to raise as mu ch trou ble as I can.” 
The President capped a 2‘ z-day cross-cou ntry tou r with a 
simple bu t tou ching ceremony at the Minneapolis airport for 
the senator who has serv ed as may or of Minneapolis, v ice 
president of the United States and the Democratic Party ’s 
presidential candidate in 19 6 8. 
When they landed at Andrews Air Force Base, the Presi­ 
dent signed a bill naming the headqu arters bu ilding of the 
Department of Health, Edu cation and Welfare for 
Hu mphrey . 
“ This is a great honor for ou r gov ernment and the Depart­ 
ment of Health. Edu cation and Welfare,” said Carter. 
“ It’s a great honor for me, sir,” said Hu mphrey . 
Vice President Walter F. Mondale, a Hu mphrey protege, 
and Mrs. Mondale had boarded the plane at Andrews for the 
signing ceremony . 
Carter capped the pen he u sed to affix his siAoatu re and 
handed it to Hu mphrey . 
“This is for Mu riel.” said the senator and gav e it to his 
wife. 
On the ru nway , a crowd of abou t 40 Hu mphrey staffers and 
their families applau ded as the senator, gau nt and walking 
with a halt, came to them to shake hands. 
The welcoming crowd was treated to the u nu su al sight of a 
President and v ice president standing back as a senator took 
the spotlight. After shaking hands all arou nd, the Hu mphrey s 
flew with Carter in a helicopter to the White Hou se where 
Rosaly nn Carter wav ed greetings from the balcony — 
greetings the Hu mphrey s retu rned with blown kisses, 
Hu mphrey will make his first appearance on the Senate 
floor in more than two months nex t Tu esday at 2 p.m. and 
that, too, probably will be occasion for some ceremony . 
“ I figu re we'll be ready to adjou rn in abou t a week with 
Sen. Hu mphrey on the job,” said Carter. 
Hu mphrey was told his cancer was inoperable after su r­ 
gery in Minnesota on Au g. 18. 
At the Minneapolis airport, Carter spoke mov ingly of the 
man known as “the Happy Warrior.” 
“This is one of the great day s of my life to be able to come 
back to Minnesota to join with the greatest American that I 
know, the No. 1 Democrat in ou r cou ntry , and a man who has 
been admired and is admired throu ghou t the world,” the 
President said. 
A crowd of sev eral hu ndred, some with wet ey es, cheered. 
“ 1 know no one who ex emplifies what ou r nation stands for 
better than he,” Carter went on.

"If there is a retarded child in ou r cou ntry who hasn’t been 
helped by Sen. Hu mphrey , I don t know abou t it. Ev ery 
elderly person in ou r nation, ev ery poor person in ou r nation, 
ev ery black person in ou r nation, ev ery one who has come 
here from ov erseas who doesn't speak English well, 
ev ery one who liv es in something of despair, knows that they 
hav e one stau nch and u ndy ing friend in Sen. Hu bert 
Hu mphrey .” 


Hu mphrey began speaking qu ietly , as the crowd at the air­ 
port fell silent. He thanked Carter “ for stopping by on this 
Su nday to pay u s a v isit, to share with u s y ou r optimism, 
y ou r confKlence, y ou r friendly smile and, abov e all, y ou r 
lov e of people anil cou ntry . 
“ It is these ideals, these attitu des, that I share so mu ch 
with the President,” Hu mphrey said. “ A great faith in the 
nation, in ou r people, a faith in ou r institu tions of gov ern­ 
ment, and a knowing that we hav e got to work at it and nev er 
giv e in and nev er giv e u p.” 
Hu mphrey was released recently from a Minnesota 
hospital where he u nderwent therapy . 
"I am happy to report to y ou that 1 do feel so mu ch 
better,” he said. “ Ev ery thing, of cou rse, is relativ e . . . Bu t 
I am doing mighty good considering what we hav e been 
throu gh. Getting back to Washington is going to be good 
therapy . That is what my doctors hav e told me.

These and other bits of esoterica 
came to light this weekend — not at a 
triv ia contest bu t at the annu al 
meeting of the Society for the North 
American Cu ltu ral Su rv ey . 
Abou t 100 geographers, folklorists 
and historians attended the two-day 
m eeting a t the U niv e rsity of 
Lou isv ille. 
Bru ce Bu ckley , society president, 
said the organization was created two 
y ears ago after members of the 
American Geography Association and 
the A m erican Folklore Society 
realized they had a common interest 
in cu ltu ral geography . 


Bu ckley , associate dean of the State 
Univ ersity of New York-Oneonta and 
a professor of American folk cu ltu re, 
said the society ’s primary goal is to 
pu blish a series of cu ltu ral atlases 
featu ring maps, historical informa­ 
tion and field notes on 10 cu ltu ral 
topics ranging from religion to sports

Some of those topics were discu ssed 
du ring the weekend meeting. 
Here is a sampling: 
—In the area of sports, professor 
Rod Roberts of the State Univ ersity of 
New York-Oneonta pointed ou t what 
he thinks is a mistake in the Academy 
Award-winning mov ie “ Rocky ” abou t 
a Philadelphia-born prizefighter. 
The mov ie’s central character 
“ talked abou t how great a stickball 
play er he was.” Roberts said. “That 
is a mistake. They don’t play stickball 
in Philadelphia. They play a game 
called halfbalt u sing half of a ru bber 
ball.” 
“ It's safe to say that games are 
regional,” Roberts said. "In New 
York City itself, we can find 
v ariations in games within eight block 
areas For ex ample, the difference 
between black and white basketball 
(in the schooly ards) is hu ge” 
—Fred Cassidy , a professor of 
E ng lish a t the U niv e rsity of 
Wisconsin-Madison, is directing a 
painstaking su rv ey in preparation for 
a dictionary of American regional 
English. 
Field workers v isited 1,002 com­ 
mu nities in the U S. and came u p with 
2 * 2 million pieces of information 
which hav e been fed into a compu ter. 
“ Ev ery one from dru g store owners 
to real estate brokers to u ndertakers 
were good informants,” Cassidy said 
“ I ju st told the field workers to stay 
away from English teachers.” 
One of the preliminary findings, he 
reported, is that most Americans 
carry “ armloads” of wood to the fire 
place, bu t New Englanders carry 
“armfu ls,” 


U.N. official says 
it’s inexperienced

.Althou gh Monday marks the 
32nd birthday of the United 
.Nations, the organization is 
still y ou ng and inex perienced 
at solv ing complex world 
problems, a U.N. official said 
Su nday . 
The U N. 
IS “ qu ite in­ 
ex perienced at dealing with 
problems in a mu ltinational 
way , ” said John Miles. U N 
special political affairs officer. 
In the past, problems were 
simpler and easier to solv e, 
said .Miles, an Au stralian. 
Formerly , the interests and 
rights of only one or two 
nations were considered in 
arriv ing at solu tions, he said. 
Howev er, the day of the sim­ 
ple problem is past. Miles said. 
M odern issu es — hu m an 
rights, nu clear armament, the 
energy shortage, economics of 
dev eloping nations — are so 
complex that some may be im­ 
possible to solv e, he said 
I'he complex ity springs from 
the fact that nations today are 
interdependent, and one state’s 
action IS likely to hav e 
worldwide repercu ssions, he 
said. 
This leav es the U.N. with the 
tou chy role of try ing to strike a 
ba la nce between “ legitimate 
n a tio n a l i n t e r e s t s and 
u ^plratlons and the long-range 
demands ol an interdependent 
world order." Miles said 
Miles made his comments 
Su nday night at a banqu et 
honoring Lincoln's United 
Nations Day . so designated by 
may oral priM’lamation. .Mon­ 
day IS the national U N Day , 
ile spite the U N s in­ 
ex perience, Miles said the 
organization is accu mu lating 
respect. 
I u sed to hav e to apologize 
for the V N . ” Miles said, “and 
ex plain why it can't do this or 
that. 
“ This era, I think, has 
passed. ” he continu ed 
“ No 
longer do people qu estion the 
I N, like they did in the past.

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Court order on whale hunting appeded 


Washington (AP) — The gov ernment 
appealed a court order Sunday 
requiring the United States to object to 
an international ban on the hunting of 
bowhead whales. The appeal claims 
such an action could trigger the 
slaughter of all whales. 
In a brief filed in the U.S. Court of 
Appeals, lawy ers for Secretary of State 
Cy rus R. Vance argued that an 
American objection to the ban on 
behalf of Eskimos could prompt major 
whaling nations to oppose other efforts 
to sav e endangered species of whales. 
“ To file an objection at this time 
could result in the complete dissolution 
of the International Whaling Commis­ 
sion as a v iable means of regulating 
whales,” the brief said, 
"This could result, at a minimum in 


the killing of massiv e numbers of 
whales of all species, with resultant 
irreparable harm not only to the inter­ 
national commission, but to the whales 
themselv es.” 
Howev er, lawy ers for Eskimos who 
rely on the bowhead whales for food 
filed counterarguments supporting the 
temporary restraining order issued 
Friday by U.S.,District J udge J ohn J . 
Sirica. 
They noted that the deadline for 
objections to the ban is 7 p.m. CDT 
Monday and argued that while an 
objection can be withdrawn, failure to 
object would make the prohibition on 
bowhead whale hunting permanent. 
“ A ban on Eskimo subsistence 
whaling would cause the total loss of a 
major and irreplaceable food source 


and destroy what little remains of a un­ 
ique culture.” the lawy ers for the 
Alaska Eskimo Whaling Commission 
said. 
The gov ernment has said it plans to 
seek a limited bowhead hunting quota 
for Eskimos at the International 
Whaling Commission’s meeting in 
December. 
The appeals court scheduled ora! 
arguments on the case for 10:^ a.m. 
Monday . 
The international commission, which 
estimates about 1,000 bowhead whales 
are left in the world, adopted the ban by 
a 16-to-O v ote last J une. The United 
States abstained from that v ote. 
Last y ear, the Alaskan Eskimos 
killed 48 bowheads. Last spring, they 
killed 26 and struck but lost 7 9 , some of 


which likely died. 
The State Department said that 
currently frozen waters prev ent the 
Eskimos from hunting any more 
bowheads this y ear, thus the ban would 
not affect the nativ es. By the new hun­ 
ting season nex t spring, a new agree­ 
ment allowing for limited bowhead 
hunting could be negotiated, the 
gov ernment said. 
One way of establishing a quota 
would be to propose new hunting 
methods for reducing the number of 
whales that are struck but not caught.

Transient hotel fire 
kills 7 in Chicago 


Chicago i AP) - Sev en people died and 14 were injured Sun­ 
day when fire swept through a South Side transient hotel known 
as a "trouble spot” because of the prostitutes and drifters who 
frequented it, a police department spokesman said. 
The fire apparently started in a first-floor apartment of the 
Hotel Toledo and quickly engulfed the two-story brick building, 
driv ing residents, some of them only partially clothed, out se­ 
cond floor windows in desperate efforts to escape, authorities 
said. 
“ That place was a death trap,” said a patrolman at the scene 
who asked not to be identified. 
One fire fighter was knocked unconscious when a woman 
jumped from the hotel’s second floor and landed on him as he 
was climbing a ladder to rescue her. 
"I took one lady down the ladder and was climbing up to get 
another when she came down, but not by the ladder,” the fire 
fighter, William Olson of the Twelfth Battalion, said later. 
The hotel, display ing a sign reading "Transients Welcome, 
From $5,” is in a neighborhood of decay ing commercial 
buildings pockmarked by boarded windows and scars of earlier 
fires. 
The cause of Sunday ’s fire was not immediately determined. 
Property damage was estimated at $35,000. 
Fire fighters from a station just three blocks away found the 
hotel consumed in smoke when they arriv ed. The first floor 
already was “ blown out,” they said. 
J essie Townsend. 27 , of Chicago, said he was in the hotel 
when the fire erupted. He and his girlfriend dropped to the 
floor, and the woman screamed, "We’re going to die, we’re 
going to die.” said Townsend, who suffered smoke inhalation, 
burns and multiple bruises. 
In an interv iew from his bed at Englewood Hospital, Town­ 
send said he remembered nothing more until after he regained 
consciousness in the hospital. 
The names of the dead were not disclosed 
The injured were taken to Holy Cross, Ev ergreen Park, 
Englewood, St, Bernard’s and Central Community hospitals in 
Chicago and Little Company of Mary Hospital in suburban 
Ev ergreen Park.

Groc e ry s anitation 
‘mode l law* e y e d 


Washington (UPI) — The federal gov ernment is about to 
propose the first national guidelines aimed at keeping the 
country 's 200.000 grocery stores clean and wholesome. 
I'he proposed "model law’’ for state and local jurisdic­ 
tions cov ers such points as: 


— I’he minimum height off the floor at which food should 
be stored (six inches), 


— The internal temperature to which roast beef in 
delicatessens must be cooked (130 F); 
— The personal cleanliness of store employ e, who, it 
say s, "shall keep their fingernails trimmed and clean.” 


— The presence of "liv e animals” inside the store; for­ 
bidden ex cept for guide dogs for the blind. 


It also suggests that meat cutting blocks be made of hard 
maple or a similar non-abosorbent wood; that food cutting or 
processing utensils should be washed after each use; and that 
hand washing facilities should be av ailable to all employ es, 
with enough towels so each person has his own. 


The Food and Drug Administration, which will announce 
the proposal in Tuesday ’s edition of the Federal Register, said 
no such model ordinance has ev er been written “ for the retail 
food store industry .” 


The agency also said it recognizes “ the primary jurisdic­ 
tion of state and local gov ernments ov er retail food stores, and 
has therefore concentrated its regulatory efforts on assinng 
the safety and sanitation of food” before it reaches the store 
shelf. 


“ There are about 200,000 retail food stores in the United 
States,” it added, and federal inspectors in any case could not 
ov ersee all of them 


The proposal will be published for 9 0 day s of industry and 
public comment, after which the FDA will decide whether to 
make it final, and in what form.

Catalan chief returns 
Barcelona, Spain (A P ) - Catalan 
leader Josep Tarradellas, last of the 
prominent Franco exiles, returned 
home Sunday after 38 years abroad and 
was welcomed by a massive, ¡ oyous 
demonstration celebrating the restora­ 
tion of home rule to Catalonia.

Vast majority believes 
rape can’t be justified

By 7 1 -1 6 % Americans reject two recent 
decisio ns by judg es in Califo rnia and Wisco nsin 
that defendants charg ed with rape sho uld be let 
o ff because “ by the way wo men dress and act 
these day s, they o ften pro v o ke men to co mmit 
sex ual acts." 
Public feeling is so stro ng abo ut this 
matter that a 51 -28% majo rity feels that the 
“ judg es sho uld be made to resig n o r be 
remo v ed fro m o ffice.” Indeed, in Madiso n, 
Wis., there was an immediate driv e fo r a recall 
referendum, and the judg e in questio n was un­ 
seated by a wo man who made his decisio n the 
central theme o f her campaig n. 
Acco rding to a recent Harris Surv ey o f 1 ,- 
53 6 adults natio nwide, the public ho lds so me 
v ery firm v iews abo ut rape and the law: 
—By 87 -87 o , a majo rity feels that “ rapists 
are sick and perv erted males who co mmit 
crimes ag ainst wo men that these wo man o ften 
can’t fully reco v er fro m." 


—By 7 2-217 o , American s feel that “ the 
rap e o f an y wo man is a v io len t crim e an d can ­ 
n o t be ju stified by su ggestin g that wo men who 
are rap ed bro u ght it o n with the way they 
dress." 
—By 57 -27 %), a m ajo rity believ es that “ the 
attitu de o f male ju dges who let o ff men 
charged with rap e o n the gro u n ds that wo men 
sp u r the men o n to rap e them in dicates tho se 
ju dges hav e a deep bias an d p reju dice again st 
wo men .” Wo men are co n siderably m o re co n ­ 
v in ced o f this than men . 
—By 6 4 -24 %, the p u blic rejects the argu ­ 
men t that “ in man y cases o f rap e, it was 
p ro bably the wo man who led the man o n in the 
first p lace.” 
Yet p eo p le do see dan gers in certain 
situ atio n s: 
—A 7 9-17 % m ajo rity believ es that “ an y 
wo man who hitchhik es alo n e can ex p ect to ru n 
the risk o f hav in g a man driv in g a car try to 
hav e sex with her o r ev en rap e her." 
—A 6 8-18% m ajo rity also agrees that

Mo re g enerally , a narro w 49 -45% plurality 
believ es that “ with wo men appearing in ads in 
newspapers o nly scantily clad, with sto ries 
abo ut pro stitutes in the papers and o n TV, with 
bars that hav e nude dancing , and wo men 
dressing in rev ealing clo thing , it is no wo nder 
that men think wo men want to carry o n 
sex ually .” 
This is a so cial co mment, rather than a 
judg ment. The fact remains that Americans 
stro ng ly reject the idea that a permissiv e en­ 
v iro nment can ex cuse a rapist fo r his crime. 
The v ast majo rity o f Americans ag ree with the 
v o ters o f Madiso n, Wis., who o usted their 
judg e. 
Recently , the Harris Surv ey ask ed the 
natio nal cro ss sectio n: 
“ Recen tly , in two co u rt cases in Wisco n sin 
an d Califo rn ia, ju dges hav e ru led in rap e cases 
that defen dan ts charged with rap e sho u ld be let

sex u al acts. In Wisco n sin , a ju dge let go a 15- 
y ear-o ld bo y accu sed o f rap in g a girl in a high 
scho o l, say in g the bo y was reactin g ‘n o rmally ’ 
to p rev alen t sex u al p erm issiv en ess an d 
wo men 's p ro v o cativ e clo thin g. In Califo rn ia, in 
the case o f a man accu sed o f rap in g a wo man 
hitchhik er, the ju dge co mmen ted that wo men 
hitchhik in g are lo o k in g fo r tro u ble an d that it 
wo u ld n o t be u n reaso n able fo r the man who 
p ick ed u p a wo man hitchhik er to assu me the 
wo man wo u ld co n sen t to sex u al relatio n s. In 
gen eral, do y o u thin k the Wisco n sin an d 
Califo rn ia ju dges were right o r wro n g?”

Nev ertheless, they 
hav e no t y et dev elo ped a 
philo so pher o r theo rist o f 
terro r as they did fo r war 
which has do ne with deadly 
lo gic by G en. K arl v o n 
Clausewitz. 
German terro rism -and at 
the fo refro nt, o f co urse, co mes 
the terrible Baader-Meinho f 
gang o f Red Army factio n-has 
sho wn itself ru thless, bru tal 
and, as far a s o ne can a scer­ 
tain, mindless. AU in a ll the 
g a ng a ppea red mo re effectiv e 
tha n its Pa lestinia n, Irish, 
B ra z ilia n , A rg e n tin ia n , 
U ru gu ay an and Japan ese 
co lleagues, to name a few. 
Techno lo gically and in terms 
o f metho d, all these gro ups are 
to so me degree linked. Yet 
their o bjectiv es frequ ently 
differ. On No v . 9 ,19 6 9 I wro te: 
’ V ietnam has been the 
co dewo rd fo r the fo rmidable 
array o f tro u bles that has 
weakened the United States 
during the past fiv e y ears. 
Palestine may be the co dewo rd 
sy mbo lizing o ther ago nies 
during the nex t fiv e.’’ 
Like the Red Army factio n, 
mo st terro rist o rganizatio ns 
plaguing the West hav e so me 
co nnectio n 
with 
Palestinian 
Arab militants. They frequ ent­ 
ly train to gether o r ex change 
technical info rmatio n. I hav e

ta lked with Irish Republica n 
Army killers who to ld me they 
ha d wo rked with Pa lestinia ns 
in the Middle Ea st. 


There is a n undo ubted link 
between ex isting terro rism 
a nd the nihilism o f 19 th cen­ 
tury Russia tha t wa s described 
in the w riting s o f Iv a n 
Turg enev . Nihilism ho wev er 
did po ssess a v a g ue idea lism 
a nd g entler philo so phy o f neg a ­ 
tio n, a nd the technica l equip­ 
ment a t its dispo sa l wa s 
r e l a t i v e l y 
n e g l i g i b l e . 
Once—a nd it is inev ita ble—a 
mo dem terro rist g ro up g a ins 
po ssessio n o f ev en a crude 
nuclea r dev ice, no bo dy ca n 
fo resee ho w it wiU be used. 


Altho ugh there are technical 
bo o ks by terro rists like the late 
Brazilian Carlo s Marighella, 
Che Gu ev ara o r Regis Debray , 
co ntempo rary terro rism has 
neither its Clausewitz no r its 
Marx . Bro adly speaking, it 
co mprises two gro u ps; tho se 
who ho pe to destro y ex isting 
so ciety and replace it with 
so me kind o f better millen­ 
nium: and tho se who wish to 
co nquer co ntro l o v er a par­ 
ticu lar territo ry . 


The Red Arm y factio n 
to gether with its Japanese 
allies o r the Argentinian Mo n­ 
tanero s, fo r ex ample, are what 
is so metimes called “millen- 
narians,” meaning nihilists 
who wish to bring do wn all 
so ciety and replace it with an' 


u ncharted millennium. Ho w 
the sav agery spawned wo uld 
impro v e o n things is dubio us. 
The Palestinians and IRA, who 
might be called “territo rials,” 
simply wish to seize specific 
g e o g raphical 
a re a s and 
destro y tho se who no w go v ern 
them, like Israel o r the United 
Kingdo m. 
It is po ssible that so meday 
the cu rrent cro p o f “ millen- 
n a ria n ” 
te r ro ris ts

mo re o bsessed with technique,

puta ted. It is a true demo cra cy 
tha t ha s pro v en itself v ibra ntly 
successful. But no t ev en a true 
demo cra cy is a lwa y s insensi­ 
ble to the stea dy ha mmering o f 
co mbined phy sica l a nd psy ­ 
cho lo g ica l blo ws. 
Mira bea u, the 18 th century 
French rev o lutio nist described 
Germa ny a s “ a n a rmy in 
sea rch o f a co untry .” Tha t 
isn’t in a ny sense true to da y ; 
no t ev en fo r a rmed terro rism 
which a ny wa y seeks its “ co un­ 
try ” in Ulster o r Pa lestine. 
But ca n so me subco nscio us 
stra in be to rtured o ut o f the 
Teuto nic mind a lo ng the lines 
o f tha t drea dful quo te repea ted 
in J o hn W heeler-Bennett’s 
“ The Nemesis o f Po wer?” 
“ The German natio n is sick 
o f principles and do ctrines, 
li te r a r y e x is te n c e an d 
theo retical greatness. What it 
wants is po wer, po wer, po wer! 
And who ev er giv es it po wer, to 
him will it giv e ho no r, mo re 
ho no r than he can ev er im­ 
agine.” 


There is no shred o f tru th in 
this statement, as far as the 
federal repu blic’s reactio n to 
the Red Army factio n is co n­ 
cerned. But may be a v ersio n o f 
that sick analy sis is what made 
the Baader-Meinho f gang. No w 
it is badly wo unded—a v ictim 
o f demo cracy .

New Yo rk — Jimmy Carter, who go t 
elected last y ear by bo asting that he 
didn’t kno w any thing abo ut Washingto n 
has spent mo st o f this y ear pro v ing it. 
In eight mo nths o n the jo b, he has 
managed to irritate his black sup­ 
po rters, endanger his So uthern base, 
o ffend so me o f the mo st po werful peo ­ 
ple in Co ngress, o u trage many o f his 
po tential su ppo rters in the Senate and 
alienate such fo rmidable blo cs as the 
pro -Israel, o il-and-gas and military - 
indu strial lo bbies. 
So me may lo v e him fo r the enemies 
he has made — this kind o f po litics 
wo rked fo r Richard Nix o n fo r a while 
— but if so they are being quiet abo u t it. 
The mo st interesting so unds co ming 
o ut o f Washingto n this fall are the signs 
o f disillusio n fro m tho se who lo v ed him 
last No v ember. 
It is easy to make the case so und 
mo re desperate than it is, and this is 
what is being do ne. It was o nly to be 
ex pected. Ov erselling is o ne o f the 
v ices o f American po litics. We begin by 
o v erselling o u rselv es o n the v irtu es o f 
the presidents we elect, and, when they 
turn o ut to be frail and mo rtal we 
o v ersell o u rselv es o n their sho rt­ 
co mings. 
In the Carter campaign peo ple who 
sho uld hav e kno wn better o v erso ld 
themselv es o n the v irtues o f inno cence. 
Their man s lack o f ex perience in the

hav e alerted them to the po ssibility 
that, if elected, he wo uld inev itably 
hav e to su ffer so me ex ceedingly pain­ 
ful o n-the-jo b training. No w that he is 
getting it, they lament the fact that he 
lacks the ¡cunning o f a Ly ndo n Jo hnso n 
who liv ed and breathed Washingto n fo r 
30 y ears befo re facing o ff against 
Co ngress fro m the White Ho use. 
A tro u bleso me pro blem o f American 
go v ernment is that the skills requ ired 
to get elected president no waday s are 
o f v ery little use o nce y o u hav e wo n the 
jo b. 
Cu tting an admirable figu re o n 
telev isio n, co nv ey ing a sense o f decen­ 
cy , matu rity , intelligence and au tho rity 
— these are indispensable fo r getting 
elected bu t o f small u se in persuading 
the Co ngress to o v erhaul the tax stru c­ 
tu re, sto pping o ne's co u ntry men fro m 
burning all the o il in the co smo s o r 
sho wing the Israelis the wisdo m o f 
abando ning passio nately held v iews o f 
their o wn self-interest. 
Achiev eing su ch ambitio u s go als 
requ ires talents to which no sane cam­ 
paign architect wo uld let his presiden­ 
tial candidate co nfess. Amo ng these 
are talents fo r ho rse-trading, bully ing 
and su btle bribery , a talent fo r detec­ 
ting the po int at which principle can be 


co mpro mised sho rt o f disgrace, a 
talent fo r setting prio rities and 
kno wing which go als will requ ire 
battles to o frightfu l to be fo ught 
witho u t risk o f spending all o ne’s 
po litical capital. Abo v e all, o ne must 
hav e an instinctu al grasp o f the basic 
rule o f Washingto n su rv iv al: Ratio n 
y o ur enemies. 
The Carter campaign was based o n 
the argu ment that he was singularly in­ 
no cent o f these v ery talents that wo uld 
be needed to carry o ut the ambitio u s 
pro grams he was pro mising to enact, 
and that fo r this reaso n he wo uld make 
the best o f all po ssible presidents. 
Su rprisingly , he seems to hav e been 
ju st as inno cent o f Washingto n reality 
as his campaign dru mmers bo asted. 
We to ld us he wo uld nev er lie to us and, 
lo and beho ld, su re eno ugh he hadn’t, at 
least abo u t his inex perience. 
In the Lance affair he sho wed an ig­ 
no rance o f the determinatio n and 
fero city which these traditio nal, 
perio dic manhunts co mmo nly attain, 
as well as the po litical damage they 
co mmo nly leav e behind. His u nderstan­ 
ding o f the Co ngress seems to hav e 
been o f the perfu ncto ry tex tbo o k v arie­ 
ty . If he was aware o f the fo rmidable 
po wer lo dged in cav es like the Senate 
Finance Co m m ittee, he to o k no 
cau tio ns to acco mmo date with it. No r 
did he seem to grasp the fact that since 
Watergate the Co ngress has been o f a 
stro ng mind to teach presidents 


frequ ent lesso ns in humility . 
These were flaws o f inno cence. So 
was the o v erselling o f his ambitio u s 
do m estic pro gram s. The energy 
pro gram, tax refo rm and welfare 
refo rm to gether co mpo sed a legislativ e 
package who se passage wo uld hav e 
requ ired the ability to pass a miracle. 
To get any single o ne in a full co n­ 
gressio nal term wo uld hav e been an 
asto nishing co up fo r a new president. 
Each is the stu ff that go v ernment 
stru ggles at fo r y ears befo re any thing 
is enacted. To get all three unmangled 
is the stu ff o f presidential pipe dreams. 
By creating unfillable ex pectatio ns, 
he is no w pay ing in lo wered repu tatio n, 
but no thing irreco v erable has y et been 
lo st, particu larly if the first y ear in 
Washingto n has impro v ed his edu ca­ 
tio n. The do mestic pro gram co uld all 
be scrapped tempo rarily and tackled 
nex t time aro und with mo re reaso nable 
ho pe o f success, thus turning this y ear 
o f harsh edu catio n into lo ng-term 
po litical pro fit. 
Tho se who accepted the Carter elec­ 
tio n witho ut undue illusio n might ev en 
o bserv e that his real strengths then re­ 
main real strengths to day . He is de­ 
cent, ho nest, o pen, at peace with 
himself and a man o f go o dwill. This is 
really a go o d bit to find in a president. 
If this y ear’s educatio n makes him 
mo re nearly co mpetent, he may make 
o ne o f the serv iceable o nes.

“ She has a feeling o f resignatio n that

Jackie had stay ed as far fro m po litics 
as po ssible.

After all, the Kennedy family sto ry is 
like a rigged slo t machine.

To 
su rv iv e, this in-law had to sto p caring, 
and to lo wer her thresho ld o f o utrage. 
In her resignatio n letter, Jackie 
wro te: “ Last spring, when to ld o f the 
bo o k. I tried to separate my liv es as a 
Viking emplo y ee and a Kennedy family 
member.” 


Sho uld 
W illiam R ando lph H earst hav e 
pro tested the co v erage o f his daughter, 
Pattv , in the San Francisco Ex aminer? 


It was o nly when this co nflict o f in­ 
terest became a public co llisio n that 
Jackie had to resign. She was called to 
acco u nt in print. Sadly , but almo st in­ 
ev itably , she was u nable to separate 
the Viking emplo y ee and the Kennedy 
family member. 


No w, I agree that $26 millio n so ftens 
the blo w o f unemplo y ment. But ev en if 
y o u inherit $26 millio n o n Tu esday , 
there is still the business o f what y o u do

Jackie isn’t a sy mpathetic character 
in this natio nal so ap o pera any mo re. 
She wo uld hav e had to rem ain a 
pro fessio nal wido w to be tha t.

Fo r a new spaper who se 
edito rials usually su ppo rt the 
pro grams o f the Demo cratic 
Party , it is su rprising that The

Farm ers who hav e d is­ 
cov ered that sheep can be 
p rotitable hav e d riv en the 
p rice of 7 -y ear-old breed ing 
ewes as high as $50 a head in 
some areas. 
This has cau sed concern that 
a lack of ex p erience cou ld lead 
to a d isaster on new sheep 
owners’ farms. Old ewes 
u su ally hav e p oor teeth. They 
need ex tra care to mak e it 
throu gh lambing and a hard 
winter. 
E x p e rie nc e d 
sheep 
p rod u cers lik e old er ewes 
becau se they are more lik ely 
to hav e twins or trip lets. Bu t 
for the nov ice, they can mean 
real trou ble withou t some good 
information on how to manage 
them p rop erly . 
I'alk to y ou r cou nty agent or 
at least ord er a cop y of the 
sheep man's p rod u ction hand ­ 
book . You r cou nty agent has 
the ad d ress. If the $12.50 p rice 
is too steep , ask for some of 
the 4-H sheep book lets. They 
are d esigned lor beginners.

Sov iet grain bu y ers 
meeting with the U.S. Dep art­ 
ment of Agricu ltu re hav e in­ 
d icated that the q u ality of 
grain they bu y from u s is im­ 
p rov ing noticeably . 
The Fed eral Grain Insp ec­ 
tion Serv ice is now consid ering 
an official p rotein certification 
of wheat u sing a fast infra-red 
p rotein analy zer that has been 
tested and ev alu ated for 
sev eral y ears.

Gov ernment restrictions on 
wheat grazing in the Great 
Plains states cou ld red u ce the 
amou nt of wheat land that is 
p u t into the fed eral farm 
p rogram. Wheat income is 
often less than income from 
the cattle eating off the winter 
growth. 


Grazing d oesn’t hu rt the 
wheat and may actu ally en­ 
cou rage the p lants to grow 
ex tra stems. With low p rices 
the wheat growers feel they 
need the ad d ed income that 
grazing allows. 
They cou ld fence ou t the 
d iv erted acres bu t that is the 
only alternativ e u nd er p resent 
regu lations. 


The d ock work ers’ strik e 
against container ship s is hit­ 
ting a Nebrask a crop hard . Dry 
beans are mostly ex p orted in 
containers. While the strik e is 
on, the container ship ments 
are back ing u p at the p orts. 
Nebrask a is u su ally the No. 1 
state in the nation in d ry beans. 
They are p articu larly imp or­ 
tant to farmers in the ex treme 
western p art of the state.

The regu lation ap p arently 
was issu ed in ord er to u se u p 
mou nting su p p lies of hay and 
grains in liv estock rations in­ 
stead of ad d ing wheat p astu res 
to the nation s teed su p p ly . 


Farm Jou rnal Magazine in 
its rep ort to agribu siness say s 
that farmers wilt still be able 
to gather u p enou gh fu nd s to 
p rod u ce a big rou nd of crop 
and liv estock p rod u ction in 
1978. 
The p red iction su ggests that 
with gov ernment p ay ments, 
loans and farm ers’ sales, 
farmers wilt hav e a higher 
gross income than ev er before. 
The p roblem is that costs are 
also higher so they will end u p 
with less. 
One note of c a u tion, 
howev er, from this rep orter. 
The bank s that lend farmers 
money are in many cases u n­ 
able to ad v ance more money 
withou t end angering their 
d ep ositors, t'his they cannot d o 
ev en if they want to. 
Farm loan officers are 
noticeably more p essimistic 
than they hav e been for sev eral 
y ears. Mu ch farm ex p ense 
money comes from sp ring 
op erating loans. This money 
may be d arn hard to get nex t 
y ear. 
Many farmers are getting 
their farm financial hou se in 
ord er by restricting sp end ing 
and p ay ing off as mu ch d ebt as 
they can in an effort to 
weather the financial storm 
they see ahead . 
This cou ld sharp ly red u ce 
sp end ing for new eq u ip ment 
and for home liv ing items. This 
will hu rt ru ral commu nities. 
Bu t since farmers are only 4% 
of the p op u lation, its imp act on 
the entire economy will be 
mu ch less than it was in 1933 
when economic cond itions on 
the farm were only slightly 
worse than they are tod ay . 
As long as land v alu es re­ 
main high there is little d anger 
of a financial collap se on a 
wid e scale. Many y ou ng 
farmers will be hu rt and some 
will go u nd er. The nu mber of 
farm sales seems to be slightly 
larger than in p ast y ears. 
If there is to be a real cru sh 
of farm au ctions, it will come 
after the first of the y ear when 
farmers will ad d u p their 
assets for the new crop y ear. 
Withou t money y ou can't farm 
tod av .

“We d on't care if ou r mark et 
is K ansas, K entu ck y or 
Keny a,’’ Sand man said . 


Bob Petersen, a d ep artment 
emp loy e will head the d iv ision 
aid ed by Wilhelm Kosnop fl, a 
nativ e of Au stria, now liv ing in 
Lincoln. Kosnop fl will head ef­ 
forts to mark et farm p rod u ce 
ov erseas. 
The first step following the 
formation of the d iv ision 
alread y has been tak en. “We 
held a meeting in Kearney with 
all the v ariou s p romotion 
grou p s so we cou ld begin by 
learning what each organiza­ 
tion is d oing on its own. Ou r 
mission will be to get all of 
agricu ltu re to work together 
and to help solv e mark eting 
p roblems,’’ Sand man said . 
Sand man is u nd er no illu sion 
that his efforts will tu rn the 
economy of the state’s farmers 
arou nd ov ernight, bu t in the 


long ru n it can m ak e a 
d ifference. “Ex p erts in fed eral 
agencies tell u s that it tak es 
abou t fou r y ears for an effort 
of this ty p e to become tru ly 
effectiv e in the mark eting ef­ 
fort,’’ Sand man said . 
Nebrask a is one of the 
nation’s most p rod u ctiv e food 
p rod u cing areas. As su ch, it 
alread y has a ttra c te d a 
nu mber of foreign food -bu y ing 
teams. 
“Glenn Kreu scher d id a lot 
of work in this area. I came 
into this office ju st as a fed eral 
grant became av ailable to help 
establish a mark eting d iv ision.

Ju st how mu ch of ou r p otential for grain sales was actu ally 
lost d u ring the halt in grain ship ments from New Orleans isn't 
k nown, bu t u nd ou bted ly the assorted labor p roblems p lay ed a 
role in d ecisions of foreign grain bu y ers. 
The back log of ship ments ad d ed to the storage p roblems 
across the nation, increasing the amou nt of grain that will hav e 
to be p iled on the grou nd . 
Grain trad ers are watching the soy bean comp lex with great 
interest these d ay s. Brazil p lans to p lant abou t 7% more 
soy beans than last y ear. With soy beans not in the U.S. farm 
p rogram at the moment, there is a real p otential for some 
ad d ed acreage in the United States for 1978. 
I'he 1977 carry ov er figu re is regard ed to be largely a fig­ 
ment of U.S. Dep artment of Agricu ltu re economists’ im­ 
aginations. The p ip eline from farm to mill was carry ing ju st a 
trick le of soy beans, cau sing a red u ction in the cru sh. As the new 
crop comes in, the grain trad e will be watching from all angles. 
If the crop is smaller than ex p ected , if ex p orts and the soy ­ 
bean cru shing increase again, we cou ld see some imp rov ement 
in soy bean p rices. 
Increased av ailability of cheap feed is ex p and ing liv estock 
p rod u ction to the p oint where economists are now p red icting a 
softening of liv e cattle and hog p rices. Cheap teed alway s 
means cheap meat ev entu ally .

p u blic inform ational m eeting on his one- and six - 
v ear road p lan last week 
He said he w anted " to set an ex am p le th at 
other cou nties in N ebrask a and other sta te s cou ld 
follow ,” 
N u e r n be r g e r w a s s t a t e e n g in e e r fro m 
N ov em ber 19 68 u ntil Jan u ary 19 71 He w as elected 
L an caster Cou nty eng ineer in 19 74. 
Since he has been on the job, he has brou g ht in 
m ore than $4 m illion in federal and sta te aid for 
cou nty roads. 
Hu t a constant inv estm ent of local tax dollars is 
requ ired to k eep the ou tside m oney flowing in 
" The cou nty has interru p ted the flow of local 
m oney ,” N u ernberg er com p lained in an interv iew . 
"W e u se local m oney to ex p edite federal aid, by 
bu y ing rig ht of w ay and doing eng ineering and 
desig n w ork .” 
Bv being ready w ith the p relim inary w ork . Lan­ 


caster Cou nty has been able to qu alify ahead of 
o th er N ebrask a c o u n ties w h en ev er m oney is 
av ailable. 
Many o ther cou nties are not p rep ared, so they 
hav e to fo rfeit th eir hig hway aid allotm ents, 
N u ernberg er ex p lained. This forfeited m oney g oes 
into a p ool from which N u ernberg er has been able 
to snatch additional dollars. 
Cou nty com m issioners say they hav en 't cu t 
N u ern berg er's bu dg et, bu t N u ernberg er claim s 
that they hav e. N u ernberg er arg u es th at u nless he 
receiv es a t least the sam e mill lev y as he did last 
y ear, his bu dg et has been cu t. 
This y ear the lev y to cov er his bridg e and 
sp ecial road fu nd is 2.257 m ills; last y ear it w as 
2.281. In 19 75 the fu nd had a lev y of 3.037 m ills. 
A mill is $1 for ev ery $1,000 assessed v alu ation 
on cou ntv p rop erty . The total assessed v alu ation 
this v ear'is $085,157,89 5, so one mill bring s in a little 
ov er $085,000. 
Hu t th e co m m issio n ers a rg u e th a t w hile 
N u ernberg er's lev y has decreased, the actu al 
am ou nt of m oney in his bu dg et has g one up . 
t he official bu dg et docu m ent show s that the 
bridg e and sp ecial road fu nd — bu dg eted at $2,212,- 
353 - is u p $101,442, a 4 5% increase ov er last y ear. 
N u ernberg er’s adm inistrativ e bu dg et from the 
g eneral fu nd is u p 5N . at $615,648. 
In p rev iou s y ears, sim ilar increases occu rred, 
according to C om m issioner Jan G au g er. 
I believ e they really think they know w hat 


th ey 're doing ,” N u ernberg er said, shak ing his head. 
"T hey ju st don’t u nderstand m y bu dg et.” 
N u ernberg er say s he needs enou g h m oney each 
y ear to a t least k eep u p w ith inflation. T his is why 
he w ants a steady m ill lev y ; the assessed v alu ation 
norm ally rises betw een 6% and 8%. , w hich is the 
sam e as the ra te of inflation, he ex p lained. 
C om p troller Ja ck P itm an of the sta te R oads 
D ep artm ent ag rees th at g ood hig hway p lanning 
requ ires som e so rt of long -term g u arantee th at the 
bu dg et will k eep p ace w ith rising costs of equ ip ­ 
m ent, fu el and m aterials. 
T hese item s actu ally rise a t a ra te som ew hat 
hig her than the g eneral inflation rate, P itm an said. 
Bu t it is im p ossible for the com m issioners to 
g u arantee N u ernberg er a sp ecific m ill lev y in ad­ 
v ance, M rs. G au g er said. 
S tate Bu dg et D irector K eith Larson, who deals 
with cou nty bu dg ets throu g hou t the state, ex p lained 
that cou nty boards m u st ap p rov e bu dg ets based on 
dollar fig u res, not m ill lev ies. 
The m ill lev y is only com p u ted a fter the dollar 
fig u res hav e been set, he said. 
N u ernberg er noted th at w hile his bridg e and 
sp ecial road fu nd lev y has decreased, the total 
cou nty m ill lev y has g one u p nearly a m ill ov er last 


v ear. 
The ex tra tax dollars a re g oing into "new 
p rog ram s" in o th er dep artm ents, N u ernberg er 
claim s, while new road constru ction is being cu r­ 


tailed. 


A look a t the bu dg et docu m ent show s that, m 
p e rc e n ta g e te rm s, som e cou nty de p a rtm e n ts 
receiv ed a g re a te r increase than N u ernberg er's. 
T he cou nty assesso r’s bu dg et is u p 11%, the cou nty 
atto rn ey 's u p 14% and the sh eriff’s u p 8%. 
M ost of the ex tra m ill added this y ear will be 
u sed for salary increases and beefing u p the cash 
reserv es in fu nds which w ere hav ing cash flow 
p roblem s, M rs. G au g er said. 
A ctu ally , $745,000 has been p lu g g ed into cash 
reserv es in sev en fu nds. T his am ou nt itself is 
g reater than the increase in the m ill lev y . * 
C ash reserv es a re not ex tra m oney to sp end, 
bu t p rov ide a bu ffer to k eep the cou nty from hav ing 
to borrow m oney du ring tim es of the y ear when tax 


receip ts a re low. 
N u ernberg er has no cash reserv e — com ­ 
m issioners say he doesn’t need one. “ M arv s is one 
fu nd th at nev er has cash-flow p roblem s," M rs. 


G au g er noted. 
Bu t N u ernberg er say s the com m issioners don t 
know how to deal w ith the $600,000 cash balance 
which w as in the bridg e and road fu nd w hen the 
fiscal v ear beg an Ju ly 1. 
"T hey think th a t’s m oney I hav e to sp end, bu t 
it's already been e arm ark ed," N u ernberg er said. 
B ecau se of long -term p lanning , N u ernberg er has to 
m ak e com m itm ents for fu tu re p rojects m onths 
before co n tracts a re finalized. This m oney rem ains 
in his cash balance, bu t can ’t be sp ent: "Y ou ca n 't 
sp end the sam e m oney tw ice."

Once a co n tract is let, how ev er, N u ernberg er 
tran sfers m oney into a sp ecial escrow accou nt to 
earn in terest u ntil the bills com e du e.

Panama apparently says 
‘si’ to treaties with U.S. 
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Designers feature full look of harem pants 


Panama City (AP) — Panamanians crowded 
the polls in schools, churches and stores Sun­ 
day in a national referendum on the Panama 
Canal treaties negotiated with the United 
States. Unofficial returns showed the treaties 
winning approval by a margin of nearly 2-to-l. 
The vote in 420 of the 3,038 polling places was 
70,787 to 37,667, the election tribunal reported 
shortly before midnight. 
This was about 12 per cent of the estimated 
800,000 eligible voters. 
In Panama province, where students and 
West Indians living in Panama City had voiced 
strong opposition to the treaties, early returns 
showed the vote was 10,676 to 5,564 in favor of 
acceptance. 
A simple majority is needed for approval. 
The government planned to announce the final, 
official count Thursday. 
The voters appeared to be in a happy mood, 
chatting quietly and listening to portable 
radios as Uiey waited in line- 


Chief of government Gen. Omar Torrijos, in 
an informal sidewalk interview, said he had 
received reports of a massive turnout and he 
felt certain the vote would be favorable. 
“ I’ve always been very certain about how 
this would end up. I’ve never been insecure,” 
he said. 
" I’ve been waiting all my life, for 48 years, 
to walk to this plebiscite,” he said, as he 
strolled a few blocks with his wife, Raquel, and 


their four children to a school to vote. 
Thousands of Panamanians cheered him a^he 
arrived. 
Torrijos, who seized power here in 1969, said 
the 13 years of negotiations had focused world 
attention on Panama and convinced the world 
that “ we may not have the strength to defend 
(the canal), but we have the strength to 
destroy it.” 
The canal’s future was the first nationwide 
political' issue debated publicly since the 
Torrijos coup. He and his government cam­ 
paigned for the treaties but encouraged op­ 
ponents to speak out, even buying newspaper 
space and television time for anti-treaty 
appeals. 
Treaty opponents, led by the 30-member 
Independent Lawyers Movement and leftist 
students, predicted vote fraud. The lawyers 
said the absence of registration lists made it 
easy to duplicate votes. 
Three dozen international observers invited 
by Torrijos were here to witness the plebiscite 
procedure. 
Panama City and Colon, the country’s second 
city, were peaceful and in a holiday mood. 
There were no reports of opposition activity, 
such as the rallies held in the week leading up 
to the election. 
The treaties, signed Sept. 7 in Washington by 
Torrijos and President Carter, must also be 
ratified by a two-thirds vote of the U.S. Senate, 
where they face stiff opposition. 


Paris (AP) — Luxury ready-to-wear 
collections opened here Sunday with 
Jules-Francois Crahay at Lanvin laying 
on the style with a gilt-edge spoon. 
The Lanvin looks are big, generous, 
full. Skirts are long — mid-calf or 
more, and tops are often bloused, 
ruffled or made with large split man­ 
darin sleeves. 
A Lanvin favorite this time is the 
fitted jackets — often quilted — with 
leg o’mutton sleeves over split skirts 
revealing harem pants or another skirt 
underneath. 
Crahay and his print desiper, Michel 
Lablais, came up with some stunning 
combinations, in cotton, quilting, 
challis wool and crepe de chine — with 
royal blue, Chinese red, purple and 
violet alternating with more somber 
blacks and whites. Prints here are bold, 
interesting, sometimes looking like in­ 
spirations from nature with flowers or 
animals. 


Full tops and skirts are often ruffled, 
with a tiered Caribbean look a favorite: 
another is more difficult to wear — a 
very wide “ obi” sash over the skirt. 
Per Spook, Feraud’s onetime assis­ 
tant, is off to a good start in ready-to- 
wear, showing a sophisticated, 
wearable line that is not cheap in the 
shops. Full raincoats or jackets often 
cover up a sundress with a fitted cor­ 


selet top and full skirt, or a wraparound 
skirt. 
Spook’s layered trademark is shirt- 
tails hanging out below a short blouse 
over a full skirt, but in some of the 
lovely gray fabrics he uses, like crepe 
de chine and soft flannel, it looks all 
right. Suits with easy jackets or bolero 
tops are elegant in challis wool, and 
late-day dresses are good in bright 
colored sheer tunic tops over heavier 
silk skirts in matching colors, a 
different pattern. His boldly flowered 
black and white skirts are lovely for a 
summer evening. 
Ungaro likes fullness but mainly 
keeps it to blouson tops, «large smocky 
jackets, and some full, short dresses. 
His show went on and on, with a lot of 
repetition of the same idea in different 
prints, mostly minute and mixed with 
several other unmatched prints — not 
always successfully. 
New for this house is the big line of 
sportswear being offered, along with 
sporty menswear. Easy knit 
minidresses or shirts with baggy 
harem pants or very short shorts are 
often shown with jacquard patterns. 
Big tunic jackets over lean pants, 
sometimes not quite to ankle length 
and worn with flat sandals, are good in 
the softest sheer cotton pastels. 
There are a lot, maybe too many, 
skirts with print blouses and huge 


dustjacket tops or box jackets, not to 
mention a plethora of sundresses, some 
full and ruffled, belted up to make a 
minidress, unbelted to fall to the knee. 
Ungaro likes short skirts better than 
anyone in Paris. He also likes harem 
pants, and shows an unflatteringly 
baggy version, tight under the knee, 
with assorted tops. 
Serge Lepage, who designs for the 
house of Shaiparelli, again showed he 
had talent for evening clothes in his 
first ready-to-wear collection, though 
there are some narrow trousers and 
dressy, drapey day dresses, usually 
belted, sometimes with deep raglan 
sleeves. 
Again, the look is full, but in light 
fabrics it works well, in gathered tent 
dresses falling from yokes, or in 
pointed tunics on skirts well below knee 
length. 
The colors are soft reds, greens, 
apricots, corn yellow, and a particular­ 
ly good print in the Byzantine motif, 
which he developed richly in his 
couture collection. 
Sonia Hykiel launched a color dis­ 
play in her big collection, with splashy 
colors that went from daytime knits 
through evening prints. 
She showed her collection at a large 
center instead of cramming viewers 
into her small shop and used more 
models than usual. 


There was plenty of layering, but the 
narrow bermuda shorts worn with 
bulky belted jackets had a new look 
with outsize fringes on pockets, around 
sleeves and armholes in siren red, 
bright blue and emerald green. Belted 
overblouse tops, big jackets, straight 
pants not quite to the ankle with 
narrower pants underneath were other 
sport looks. 


Rykiel’s sweater tops have less of the 
inside-out theme. Some are striped, 
baggy, but nipped at the hip; others 
have three neat curved tiers, like 
petals. Skirts are gathered or slim and 
the look is still lean. 


Also new at Rykiel are the bold plaid 
or check coats and skirts worn with 
derby hats and flowered sweaters. 
The late-day dresses came in vivid 
flower prints and fluid silky materials. 
Like all the collection, they were shown 
below mid-calf. 


But there was plenty of bare bosom 
as many of the tops were left casually 
undone. 


Kenzo also liked a bit of nudity and 
showed a few jackets dangling casually 
open. An outsize jacket over baggy pan­ 
ts looks like a Charlie Chaplin outfit, 
especially when worn with the Butch 
cap.

Health insurance price high

There is n o su ch thin g as an in ex pen siv e 
health in su ran ce policy which prov ides 
comprehen siv e health ben efits. 
If the con su mer wan ts g ood cov erag e, 
he or she is g oin g to hav e to pay for it. 
Today ’s con su mer faces a bewilderin g 
assortm en t of health policies which m ay 
differ sharply in cov erag e, cost an d other 
ben efits, althou g h they may appear iden ­ 
tical at first g lan ce. 
An d the adv ertisin g for man y of these 
plan s con fu ses the con su mer ev en m ore 
with su ch phrases as “ limited en rollm en t” 
“ ex tra in come” “ tax free cash” an d “ Sig n 
u p n ow or m iss the chan ce to protect y ou r 
fam ily ." 
Man y of these “ barg ain ” policies do n ot 
afford the cov erag e desired or n eeded by 
con su m ers who are u rg ed to ex am in e 
carefu lly an d u n derstan d what they are 
pu rchasin g . 
An an aly sis of complain ts by the Cou n ­ 
cil of Better Bu sin ess Bu reau s emphasizes 
the importan ce of the policy -holder’s u n ­ 
derstan din g n ot on ly all the term s of the 
policy , bu t also kn owin g what the ben efits 
are an d what they are n ot. 
“ Limitation s an d ex clu sion s” m ay be 
the key portion of a policy sin ce man y 
policies do hav e limitation s an d ex clu sion s 
discov ered too late for the policy holder to 
ben efit. 
Some requ ire a patien t be hospitalized 
for a min imu m period before he or she is 
cov ered 
This min imu m period is often 
eig ht day s. 
Most residen ts of Lan caster Cou n ty an d 
the other 16 cou n ties within the Sou theast 
Nebraska Health Sy stems Ag en cy ju risdic­ 
tion wou ld be u n able to collect tor their 
hospitalization u n der a policy with an eig ht- 
day limitation . 
Accordin g to SeNHSA fig u res for the 
197 6 calen dar y ear, the av erag e hospital 
stay for those cou n ties were 6.8 day s while 
that tor Lan caster Cou n ty hospitals was 6.9 
day s. 
In su ran ce commission ers cite the “ pre­ 
ex istin g con dition s” ex clu sion as the most 
sig n ifican t “ loophole” tor in su ran ce com ­ 
pan ies, an d is labeled the “ most importan t 
for con su m ers to check by the Better 
Bu sin ess Bu reau s (BBB). 
Un der most of these policies, there is 
du rin g the first two y ears n o cov erag e for il­ 
ln esses which can be shown to hav e 
orig in ated before the policy was pu rchased. 


A perso n’s no t kno wing he o r she ha d 
su ch a n illness a t the time the po licy wa s 
pu rchased will no t prev ent the insura nce 
compan y ’s refusa l to pa y a cla im. 
Con su mers sho uld a v o id the tra p o f 
thin kin g tha t the mo re da y s a po licy o ffers 
as ben efits the better the po licy . 
With ho spita l co sts co ntinuing to rise, 
cov erag e must be kept in line with current 
costs. Althou g h so me co mpa nies pro v ide a s 
mu ch as six mo nths’ co v era g e, they ma y 
pay o nly $15 to $20 fo r ea ch da y ’s sta y - 
comparativ ely sma ll a mo unt to wa rd the 
daily charg es o f mo st ho spita ls. 
At the o ther ex treme, a po licy which 
pay s a hig h ra te fo r a v ery sho rt time ca n be 
ju st as costly in the lo ng run. 
The “ limited enro llment” used in ma ny 
adv ertisem en ts enco ura g ing co nsumers to 
“ sig n u p n ow 
o r miss the cha nce to pro tect 
v ou r fa mily ,” is a no ther g immick. 
A c c ordin g to In su r a n c e C o m ­ 
mission ers. m ost co mpa nies which a dv er­ 
tise health insura nce sell no thing else a nd 
are con tin u ally 
recruiting thro ug h a dv er­ 
tisemen t — on e 
a fter a no ther — a nd there is 
n othin g “ lim ited” a bo ut enro llment. 
Other adv ertisem en ts a re a ttra ctiv e to 
person s ov er 65 who hav e been dropped by 
other in su ran ce firms becau se of hig h risk. 
Prem iu m s shou ld be checked carefu lly 
becau se some promise fix ed premiu ms for 
the term of the policy ; howev er, others 
hav e escalatin g premiu ms which in crease 
as the policy holder g rows older. 
Ren ewability of the policy is an other 
critical area which can m ake the differen ce 
between cov erag e an d n on -cov erag e at an 
importan t time. 
Most health policies fall in to three 
c a te g o r ie s for re n e w a bility : n on - 
c a n c e lla ble 
g u a ra n te e d 
re n ew a ble, 
g u a ran te e d re n ew a ble an d option al 
ren ewal 
Non -can cellable g u aran teed ren ewable 
policies can n ot be can celled by the compan y - 
u n der an y circu m stan ces as lon g as the 
pre m iu m pa y m e n ts a r e m ade . No 
alteration s can be made in an y of the 
prov ision s or rates. Most can be kept in 
lorce u n til ag e 65 while some can be 
ren ewed for life. 
Gu aran teed ren ewable policies can n ot 
be term in ated as lon g as the premiu ms are 
paid bu t the rates can be in creased at the 
compan y ’s discretion . 
Howev er, the option al ren ewal policies 
can be chan g ed or can celed when ev er the 
policy comes u p for ren ewal, althou g h an y 


current cla ims must be pa id. 
Insura nce o fficia ls stress tha t co n­ 
sumers who a lrea dy ha v e po licies no t dro p 
them just beca use the premiums a dv ertised 
fo r a different po licy a re lo wer. 
The ex isting po licy ma y a lrea dy ha v e 
run thro ug h the two -y ea r “ pre-ex isting co n­ 
ditio n” perio d, while a new po licy ma y 
require a n a dditio na l two -y ea r wa iting 
perio d befo re co v era g e beg ins. 
And sen io r c itizen s e lig ib le fo r 
Medica re sho uld find o ut wha t the a dv er­ 
tised po licies o ffer where Medica re lea v es 
o ff. 
Certa in po licies pro v ide nea rly a full 
co v era g e supplement to Medica re while 
ma ny o f the “ g immick” po licies do no t. 
Co nsumers sho uld check to see if the 
po licy co v ers the Medica re deductibles 
(wha t the pa tient pa y s fo r medica l dnd 
ho spita l ca re befo re Medica re benefits 
beg in.) 
In a n effo rt to elimina te so me o f the 
pro blems with mislea ding o r co nfusing 
a dv ertising , the Na tio na l Asso cia tio n o f In­ 
sura nce Co mmissio ners ha s dra fted a nd 
reco mmended reg ula tio ns a nd leg isla tio n 
which fla tly pro hibit a dv ertising o f ho spita l 


in demn ity cov erag e u sin g su ch phrases as 
“ tax free” , “ ex tra cash,” “ ex tra in come, 
“ ex tra pay ” an d other sim ilar words an d 
phrases.

An d in 197 5, the Nèbraska Leg islatu re 
passed the so-called “ Ru le 14 
which sets 
ou t reg u lation s on adv ertisem en t of acci­ 
den t an d sickn ess in su ran ce.* 
This ru le prohibits the u se of deceptiv e 
words, phrases or illu stration s an d sets 
forth specific reg u lation s g ov ern in g in ­ 
su ran ce policies adv ertised throu g h direct 
mailin g s or n ewspaper su pplemen ts an d 
mag azin es. 
The ru le prohibits u se of an y implica­ 
tion that the plan is a “ low cost plan " 
becau se “ n o in su ran ce ag en t will call an d 
n o commission s will be paid to ag en ts.” The 
law n otes th at these statem en ts are 
probably n ot tru e sin ce the cost of adv er­ 
tisin g an d serv icin g su ch policies in 
m arketin g a direct respon se in su ran ce 
produ ct is su bstan tial. 
The law also requ ires that application 
forms in direct respon se in su ran ce sales 
prov ide a place for the applican t’s sig n atu re 
in dicatin g he or she u n derstan ds the pre­ 
ex istin g con dition prov ision s of the policy .

Tire inflation affe cte d 
by changing of se asons 


The Lincoln Star 
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Stamp or coin colle cting can be fun for childre n 


Cold weather can cause automobile tires to 
become underinilated, resulting in waste of both 
gasoline and rubber and subjecting tires to 
possible early failure. 
According to the Tire Indistry Safety Coun­ 
cil. cold weather reduces tire inflation pressure 
approx imately one pound for ev ery 10-degree 
drop in temperature. 
“ Tire pressure should be checked frequently 
during winter months to be sure inflation is at 
the lev el recommended by y our car owner’s 
manual,” Council Chairman Malcolm R. Lov ell 
J r. said 
A seriously -underinflated tire, according to 
the National Bureau of Standards, is one that is 
lour or more pounds of air pressure below the 
amount recommended by the v ehicle manufac­ 
turer. 
Properly inflated tires can add up to 5% to 
gasoline mileage, and the av erage motorist 
could sav e about $30 annually on gasoline by 
keeping the proper amount of air in the tires, 
Lov ell said, noting that properly -inflated tires 
roll easier on the road. 
“ If y ou put 28 pounds per square inch (psi> 
of air pressure in y our tire when the 
temperature is 80 degrees, it automoatically 
drops to 24 psi when the thermometer hits 40 on 
a chilly autumn morning,” Lov ell said. 
Twenty -four psi would be considered 
seriously underinflated in this case for a tire 
which should hav e 28 psi, he ex plained. 
The Tire Industry Safety Council stresses it 
is ju st as important to check tire pressure ev ery 
two or three week s and before long trips in 
winter as it is in the su mmer. 
Fires shou ld be check ed when they are cold 
when they hav e been idle for three or more 
hou rs or hav e been driv en less than one mile, 


with the recommended checking time being in 
the morning. 
“ It’s a good idea to use y our own hand 
pressure gauge because serv ice station air 
towers are apt to be inaccurate. Underinflated, 
soft tires can cause erratic steering and 
ex cessiv e tread wear as well as make the engine 
work harder to ov ercome rolling resistance,” 
Lov ell said. 
“ The more energy y our engine needs, the 
more gas it uses,” he added. 
Listed below are other safety and 
maintenance tips for fall driv ing offered by the 
Tire Industry Safety Council: 
— Watch out for autumn leav es. Ev en when 
it’s not raining, leav es hav e a tendency to retain 
moisture and create a slippery surface for tires. 
— Take it easy on wet roads. Stopping on a 
wet road can take up to four times the normal 
distance on a dry road. As water accumulates on 
the road, tires with shallow tread tend to 
hy droplane as speed increases, particularly ov er 
40 miles per hour. 


— Check the tread and sidewall. Inspect 
y our tires for tread and sidewall cuts and cracks 
or snags that might ex pose tire cords. A tire is 
considered worn out atid could allow dangerous 
skids if it has less than 1/16 inch tread depth 
between any two or more tread groov es. 
— Now is a good time to hav e y our align­ 
ment checked, following the traditionally busy 
summer driv ing season. Most dealers and 
stations won’t charge y ou unless alignment is 
needed

to collect something. It may be stuffed 
animals, baseball cards, dolls or those 
little model cars. 
If parents lead the way into collec­ 
ting, it’s more likely to be into stamps 
or coins, fields that can hold the in­ 
terest through adolescense and into 
maturity . ( There may be a falling off in 
adolescense though and a return in 
maturity .) 
At any rate, the father or mother 
who, as a child, was nev er happy as 
when filling stamp or coil albums, will 
surely know how to initiate progeny . 
Whether those pursuits will catch fire 
for the progeny is something else 
again. 
But parents who nev er in their liv es 
thought of stamps ex cept as postage, 


and of coins ex cept as something to 
spend, may also want the child to 
regard one or the other — perhaps ev en 
both — as something fu ll of romance 
and worth k eeping. 
Stamps u su ally hav e more appeal; 
the bright colors, the scenes or objects 
pictu red, are more fu n to look at. And 
with them the parent who has patience 
and imagination — especially patience 
can lead the child, from age 7 on u p, 
into geography , history and many other 
interesting realms. 
“ It’s something that parents and 
children can do together,” said Jacq u es 
Mink u s who started his stamp company 
in 1930 and now has headq u arters in 
sev eral Gimbels stores. 
Mink u s su ggests that a child start 
with u sed stamps and that foreign ones 
might mak e the introdu ction to collec­

A child won’t be in­ 
terested in that."

Callihan of Colu mbu s, a member of the Platte Cou nty 
Agricu ltu ral Society , which sponsors the Colu mbu s Races. 
The Commission assigned Colu mbu s 21 d ay s nex t y ear. 
Colu mbu s has hosted fiv e weeks (25 d ay s» of Tu esd ay throu gh 
Satu rd ay racing tor the past fiv e or six y ears, Callihan said 
Callihan said Colu mbu s need s 25 d ay s, althou gh the of- 
ticials are u nconcerned when the d ates are assigned . 
••We’v e nev er asked for more d ates, bu t still we lost fou r 
d ay s," Callihan said ‘ All we want is Labor Day . 'That's ou r 
biggest d ay 
•‘We really can't race Mond ay s here becau se we d on't 
hav e the popu lation that the bigger cities hav e. It's really ju st 
a matter of ed u cating the people, howev er, " Callahan said . 
••'They (the Commission! asked Lincoln to race Mond ay s, 
hu t they d id n't ask Grand Island (Fonner Park) or Omaha

United Pres s Interna tiona l 
Minnesota and Notre Dame threw 
legends at their rivals Saturday — and isn’t 
that what college football is supposed to be 
all about? 
Even in the high-powered, semi- 
professional land of the Golden Gophers and 
the Golden Dome, the essential emotion of 
college football on an autumn afternoon 
counts for something. On Saturday, it seemed 
to count for everything for Minnesota and 
Notre Dame. 
Uplifted by the presence of Bronko 
Nagurski, the symbol of hard-nosed football, 
and some 25 of the members of the great 1927 
Minnesota team, Minnesota upset Michigan, 
the nation's first-ranked team, 16-0. 
Wearing the green jerseys, made famous 
by the Four Horsemen and Frank Leahy’s 
Green Giants of yesteryear, Notre Dame, 
appearing on the field for the first time in 14 
years in those colors, crushed Southern 
California. 49-19. 
You don’t believe old man Nagurski and 
the green jerseys had anything to do with the 
result at Minnesota? Well, you just don’t 
know much about college football. Or about 
college kids. 
Paul Rogind kicked field goals of 41, 37 
and 32 yards and Marion Barber scored on a 
three-yard run to give Minnesota its victory 
— the first time Michigan has been shut out in 
113 games. 
‘ We played poorly and they played 
w e ll,” 
said 
M ich ig an coach 
Bo 
Schembechler. “ It was the poorest offensive 
game we’ve ever played They deserved to 
win ” 
Notre Dame coach Dan Devine, who 
ordered the green jerseys three months ago. 
didn’t tell his players they were wearing 
them until a few minutes before the game. 
The Irish had warmed up in their customary 
blue jerseys. 
" The locker room was going crazy,” said 
defensive back Ted Burgmeier. "I don’t know 
what it meant but we've always heard about 
the green for the Irish and the fighting Irish 
in green.”

Earl Campbell rushed for 213 yards, in­ 
cluding a 58-yard TD sprint on a wet field, to 
guide Texas past SMU. It was the most 
productive day in Campbell’s four-year 
career and gave the Heisman trophy can­ 
didate 3,598 career yards. The victory left 
Texas as the only unbeaten team among the 
nation's top 10.

(A P i - The National 
Collegiate Athletic Association engaged in a 
personal vendetta when it placed the Univer­ 
sity ot Nevada at Las Vegas on two years 
probation. Coach Jerry Tarkanian said. 


“ We were shocked, really shocked,” said 
Tarkanian, who was attending a basketball 
clinic here. “ We just couldn't believe that 
what they did to us they would have done to 
any other university. We felt ours was a un­ 
ique case.” 
Tarkanian, whose .878 winning percentage 
is the highest among active coaches, has been 
a longtime critic of the NCAA enforcement 
staff and he said that was the root of the 
probation, which will ban the Running Rebels 
from television and post-season play. 
Dave Cawood, 
an NCAA spokesman 
reached by telephone in Kansas City, said the 
NCAA had no comment on Tarkanian s 
remarks. 
Tarkanian said. "About eight years ago, 1 
wrote a series of articles for a newspaper and 
I really blasted the enforcement staff, 
basically for putting Centenary College on 
probation. The Centenary coach was a very 
dear friend of mine and I was told they (the 
NCAAi were very upset at me.” 
“ If I were guilty at Vegas of what they 
said, even though we had sworn affadavits to 
clear us, the most serious charge was that we 
arranged for a guy to get a pair of slacks and 
a shirt tree.” he said. 
“ Three of the six charges dealt with the 
fact that 1 arranged for an athlete to ride a 
junket,” Tarkanian said. “ A junket in Vegas 
is where they bring a planeload of gamblers 


out to Vegas and they’ve got an empty seat. 
We can put anybody on we want. The hotels 
charter a plane and they don’t like to see 
empty seats. So, they call all over to see if 
you know somebody who would like to ride 
out because they like for the plane to look 
full.” 
Tarkanian said he wrote the junket 
manager, saying three players — Jimmy 
Baker, Ricky Sobers and Jeep Kelly — were 
from the East and possibly would want to fly 
home on a junket. 
“ However,” he said, “ I stated in the letter 
that, if these junkets were not available to 
other students, that would be a violation of 
NCAA rules and our athletes could not use 
them. They got me on the fact that I said 
‘other’ students instead of ‘all’ students. 
‘Other’ students is still a violation. To top it 
all off, I didn’t really arrange for the guys to 
use the junket. I gave them the phone number 
of the guy who runs the junket.” 


Tarkanian said the NCAA inf r a c t i o n s 
committee disregarded affadavits pertaining 
to the charge that Kelly received free 
clothing from Mr. Slacks, a local clothing 
store. 
"Number one, Mr. Slacks is a wholesale 
outfit and you couldn't send an athlete 
there,’’ Tarkanian said. "W e had sworn af­ 
fadavits from the student that he never 
bought any clothes at Mr. Slacks and would 
never buy any clothes at Mr. Slacks. We got 
affadavits from both salesmen that they had 
never sold any clothes to any of our athletes 
. . . and they still found me guilty on that 
one.”

Rockingham. N.C. (AP) - Donnie Allison kept up a searing 
pace the entire distance, powering his way to a 7 9-second vic­ 
tory over Richard Petty in Sunday's American 500 Grand 
National stock car race. Cale Yarborough wrapped up his se­ 
cond consecutive championship with a tourth-place tinish. 
Yarborough was headed toward a strong second place until 
an intake manifold started leaking about 100 miles from the 
finish. It appeared he would have to wait until the Dixie 500 
two weeks from now to clinch the title because Benny Par­ 
sons was motoring along in fifth. But Parsons s engine went 
sour with 20 laps to go, dropping him to seventh. 
Allison’s drive to his ninth career Grand National victory 
was almost trouble-free. He had to make up a lap lost once for 
an unscheduled pit stop, but with the way his Chevrolet was 
running, that was no trouble. 
m 
"We had tire trouble there early and made a change, said 
the 38-year-old veteran. "But from then on it was clear 
sailing.” 
Allison led a total of 374 of the 492 laps, and averaged 113.584 
miles per hour. Nine caution periods slowed the pace from a 
record clip in the early going. 
Darrell Waltrip finished just behind Petty, who had a four- 
race win streak going at the 1.017-mile North Carolina Motor 
Speedway. Yarborough was a lap down in fourth. Dick Brooks 
was two down in fifth. Allison's older brother Bobby got sixth, 
with Neil Bonnett relief driving the final 170 laps. 
“ It s our parents’ 50th wedding anniversary today," Bobby 
said. "Pm sure they'll be pleased with the way things worked 
out for both of us. This is about as good as either of us has run 
all vear." 
Allison got off to a tremendous start. “ I've never seen 
anyone take off so quick in my life,” said Lennie Pond, who 
went out early, Allison's average speed for the first 10 laps 
was a 139.773 m p h., about a half mile an hour faster than his 
pole position winning speed. 
Allison continued to break track records at every 10-lap in­ 
terval until the 80th lap, putting a lap on all but six of the 35 
other starters in the process.
